REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 2-4, 
11-13, 15-17, 19, 20, 24-27, 29, 36-42, 44, 45, 49-51, and 53-59 are allowable because 
the prior art does not teach or suggest an aminoplast capsule having an inner coating of 
film forming polymer selected from the group consisting of: poly(ethylene-maleic 
anhydride), polyamine, polyvinylpyrrolidone, polyvinylpyrrolidone-ethyl acrylate, 
polyvinylpyrrolidone-vinyl acrylate, polyvinylpyrrolidone methylacrylate, 
polyvinyl pyrrol idone/vinyl acetate, polyvinyl acetal, polyvinyl butyral, polysiloxane, 
poly(propylene/maleic anhydride), maleic anhydride derivatives and polyvinyl methyl 
ether/maleic anhydride..
